I. Claims 1-7, drawn to a method to protect a fragile article, classified in class 134, 
subclass 42. 

n Claims 8-21, drawn to a cleaning apparatus, classified in class 134, subclass 184. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
process of Group I can be use for assembling a device that does not include a fragile component 
that is configured to transmit sonic energy per claim 8; the process could be used to assemble a 
device wherein the fragile component is a submerged heating means. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
